Without calling upon Mr. Arculll

The value of a condenser can 
Nearly alwaya be determined by 
inspection, If it has large bear- 
ings, a spindle of reasonable thick- 
ness, and there fs no sign of loose- 
ness, the article will probably give 
sntinfactory service. A proportion 
of the better-class condensers have 
flexible" connection betwen the 
movable plates and the frame. 


Fixed and Movable, Plates, 


This is in many respects an ad- 
vantage, but yet.a condenser not 
having ao flexible connection of 
this type is not necessarily Hkely 
to prove defective after use, The 
designer may have provided a rub- 
bing contact sufficient to insure a 
good connection with the moving 
plates. ° 

Tuning condensers used, and two 
or three ‘years ago, to have fixed 
and movable plates of roughly a 
semi-circular shape. When 2 con- 
denser of: this type is used to tune 
a coil connected, for example, be- 
tween a high frequency amplifying 
valve and the detector, the first 
few degrees of the condenser alter 
the wavelength of the circuit by a 
much larger amount than an equal 
moveiment of the condenser at the 
top of tho scale. 

Tuning is, therefore, not very 
easy, and designers have turned 
their attention to the shape of the.

form tuning curve should be pro- 
duced., At the present time there 
are three special. types of tuning 
condenser. One‘of them is known, 
as the “square law,” and when 
one is used in a circuit tuning is 
much more even, there being prac- 
tically a straight line relation be- 
tween the wavelength and degree 
on the dial of the condenser, 
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AN IMPORTANT FACTOR. 

The tuned circuits of a wireless 
receiver are composed of coils and 
condensers, and their size deter- 
mines the wavelength to which the 
circuits tune. Jf we increase ‘the 
size’ of the tuning condenser, for 
example, the’ wavelength gocs up, 
and the same effect fs produced by 
increasing the size of the coil. 

_A clreuit can, therefore, be tun- 
ed by varying the size of the con- | 
denser. in the clreult or the size 
of the coil, Modern receivers are 
usually tuned by means of an ad- 
justable condenser, but a year or 
two ago circuits having a fixed con- 
denser and an. adjustable tuning 
coll were fairly popular.

SOME HINTS ON THEIR, 
ERADICATION.

TO STOP “HOWLING.” © 
No doubt, most users of dull- 
emitter valves have noticed the 
tendency at times for a low-toned 
hum to , develop, ‘which may in- 
crease: to a very definite howl if 
the set is-knocked, or which may 
even develop of its .own accord 


Thia trouble is due to ”“micro- 
phonic noises,” and may, and very 
often does, become a very serious 
hindrance to Joud-speaker recep- 
tion. The cure, fortunately, {a not 
very difficult to effect. A 


How the Noises Are Caused. 


The chief offender in the setting 
up of these noises is the filament’ 
of the valve, although vibration ‘of 
the grid or plate may possibly: con-, 
tribute. The trouble, which’ is- al- 
most entirely’ absent in bright 
emitter valves, in which the fila-| 
ment operates at a high. tempera- 
ture, is due to the fact that in 
dull-emitter valves ‘the heated fila- 
ment still retains the mechanical 
properties of a ‘stretched wire, and 
is capable of vibrating. The fila- 
ment {fs not’ sufficiently heated to 
expand, and lose its elasticity, and 
the‘tension.must be large enough 
to prevent any tendency for it to 
sag towards the grid. A knock or 
jar on the bulb of the valve will 
start the filament off on a series 
of vibrations at ita own natural 
period; but, in this case, the vibra- 
tions would not be sustained, pro- 
vided that there was no reaction 
from the loud-speaker. 

In the most serfous cases, which |’ 
often occur when a large ampli- 
fication is attempted, the sound 
waves ‘emanating from the’ loud- 
speaker appear to react on the de- 
tector, or audio-amplifying valves, 
either through the afr or through 
the table or cabinet.
